American Who Was Convicted 
of Desertion Gets Discharge 
From French Army. 


Parts, Nov. 23.—Another episode in 
tile adventurous career of Bennet J. 
Doty, of Biloxi, Miss., who joined the 
French Foreign Legion under the 
name of Gilbert Claro and pot into 
difficulties because he deserted, was 
near its end today. 
Paul Painleve, (Minister of War, or­ 
dered the American released immedi­ 
ately yesterday after studyinp care­ 
fully how to free him in view of the 
Foreign Legion's stringent 
regula­ 
tions. 
Doty, whoic picturesque career typi­ 
fies the spirit of adventure, was con­ 
demned by a courtmartial at Damas­ 
cus on July 16 to eight years’ impris­ 
onment at hard labor for deserting the 
Foreign Legion. 
Upon the earnest solicitation of 
friends in the 
United 
States 
and 
France, he was freed a few months 
later, but ordered to rejoin his regi­ 
ment. 
When last heard from, he was on} 
duty in Algiers. 
Doty’s parents had urged Painleve 
to release him. The Minister, who has 
been Prime Minister of France twice, 
promised he would if he could find a 
loophole in the Foreign legion re­ 
strictions. 
Recently Painleve sent a doctor to 
examine the American. Tho order for 


release was based on the technical 
reason that. Doty’s health was bad. 
Under ordinary circumstances Doty 
would leave Algiers in a few days fol­ 
lowing the signing of the official re­ 
lease order. 
Doty, who is 25, is a veteran of the 
World War, having served with the 
Thirtieth Division.
